noy ing now than at any time of the 
y ear, and it certainly does not pay to 
anticipate too k eenly another season 
when it comes to storing screen doors 
before the last fly has disappeared. 
“The fu rther ex term ination of flies 
;an be accomplished by 
a thorou gh 
cleaning of the hou se after frost. The 
carpets shou ld be remov ed and thor­ 
ou ghly shak en and all crack s shou ld 
he cleaned as far as possible. 
The 
flies seek protected places in the hou se 
as soon as the first frost comes and 
thou sands of them cou ld be destroy ed 
in this way . 
“The fly is one of the worst pests 
and 
dissem inators 
of disease 
with 
which the health forces of the cou ntry 
hav e to contend. 
There is no place so 
filthy y ou will not find the fly , espe­ 
cially if the place is not protected. 
From these places the fly seek s the 
sick chamber, the table where food is 
serv ed and leav es its dirty footprints 
on ev ery thing it tou ches. 
Beware of 
the fly if y ou wou ld av oid disease, and 
beware of the fly if y ou v alu e y ou r 
own life.”
